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STATISTICAL REPORT. 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board and Citizens of Westmoreland, N. H. 


I submit the following report of the Westmoreland 
schools. 


TEACHERS. 


Our teachers have worked earnestly and faithfully dur- 
ing the past year, and the schools have done very good 
work. 

A frequent change of teachers is injurious to the suc- 
cess of the schools. A teacher ought to be hired for at 
least one year if she proves efficient, as the best results 
can be obtained when the teacher’s service is continuous. 
It is very poor economy to let a few dollars on salary 
stand in the way of securing the very best teachers. 
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The kind of a teacher our school needs is the one who 
has had the best possible preparation for her work, is a 
willing and enthusiastic worker, and is continually grow- 
ing in her profession. The school board has realized this 
need and has endeavored to secure the best teachers. 

The people of the town can best help the schools by 
giving their hearty support to the teacher and school. It 
is most unwise for the interests of the school that parents 
should find fault with the teacher, or to uphold children in 
rebellion against the regulations of the school. The very 
best teacher cannot succeed without the support of the 
citizens, and any disturbance or interference injurious to 
the work of the school should not be tolerated. 

Too much should not be expected of any teacher, for 
no one is perfect. 


ATTENDANCE. 


The most discouraging feature for the success of our 
schools is the poor attendance. No pupil can progress in 
his school work unless he is a regular attendant. When 
he is absent from one to three days a week he falls behind 
in his work and soon loses his interest. You must not 
expect your child to succeed unless he is present every 
school day if possible. 

The records of the past year show a slight improve- 
ment over the previous years, but it has been far from 
satisfactory. We have tried giving certificates of attend- 
ance, and it has proven a great inspiration to making a 
better record. 

Legally and morally, the parents or guardians, are 
primarily responsible for the attendance of the scholars. 
I recommend that every reasonable and legal means be 
used to secure better attendance during the coming year. 
Our legislatures have seen to this need, and have passed 
laws compelling parents to send their children of school 
age to school all the time it is in session.

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HIGH SCHOOL. 


The commencement exercises of the Westmoreland High 
School last spring were a decided success. The success 
which the eight graduates had attained was an indicator 
of the good work and progress of the school. The aim is 
to continue to improve the character of the work in the 
High School. 

One great hinderance to the progress of the school was 
the necessity of putting some of the grades into the High 
School room. It is certainly impossible to combine high 
school and grade work, especially with only one teacher, 
so that it can be carried on with success. 

It is very hard to secure a teacher qualified to fill the 
position as principal of the high school at the salary paid, 
and though the work of the fall and winter term has not 
been what we could wish, the circulating reports of the 
condition of affairs in the school have been overdrawn. 
I am confident that the Westmoreland High School will 
_ close next June with a record of a good year’s work. 

The High School course should be revised in some 
details that we may offer more elective work to the boys 
and girls of the town who do not wish to take the one 
prescribed course. Also, at the coming school meeting, 
action ought to be taken to authorize the school board to 
adjust the course and make necessary arrangements to 
have the High School approved by the State Department 
of Public Instruction. For some reasons, it would be a 
great advantage to have the school approved. I urge that 
action be taken and arrangements made that we may 
start the school on an approved basis next fall, at the 
beginning of the next school year. . 


COURSE OF STUDY. 


Our written course does not cover quite enough to 
meet the requirement of the general standard of education, ~ 
so we have tried to do more than it outlines, and to bring 
about a better grading. | | 
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Everything is done differently today than twenty-five 
,or fifty years ago, and so our school work today should 

be conducted on a different plan; vet there may be danger 
of becoming too radical and thinking that nothing of the 
“old days’? was good. The best educational training of 
today works in the happy medium. 

The aim of our work is to give these country boys and 
girls a thorough practical education which will fit them 
for the demands of life. 

There were some suggestions made in the superinten- 
dent’s report of last year in reference to providing a course 
in the high school for those who would like to take some 
business instruction but cannot complete the three years’ 
course. These suggestions are being considered; yet it is 
about impossible to add any work to the schoo] with the 
present teaching force. One teacher cannot carry on the 
work of many courses. 

Our system of saving samples of the pupil’s school 
work will greatly help in knowing definitely each pupil’s 
progress. The parent may, at any time, go to the school 
and quickly examine the school work of the child and note 
the progrcss. | 

TEXT BOOKS AND SUPPLIES. 


No new text books have been adopted during the past 
year, and the only money expended on books has been to 
fillin what were necessary. All schools have been sup- 
plied with the much needed material for busy work for 
the lower grades. 

No outlay for school purposes recs Sapam larger results 
than the purchase of needed text books and supplies. 
They are tools with which the schools can do the best 
work. No farmer of today cuts his hay with an old dull 
scythe, neither can a school do good work without up-to- 
date books and supplies. 

The arithmetics in use are not at all satisfactory, and 
a change is almost imperative. Additional readers are 
very necessary. 
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CONSOLIDATION. 


I do not wish to unduly urge the consolidation of ; 
schools, yet, from an educational standpoint, the more the 
schools can be united and graded the more efficient work 
can be done. This union of schools is an onward move of 
progress throughout the country. The same money ex- 
pended on one union school can accomplish much more 
than on numerous small schools. 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


Some of the buildings are now in good condition, yet 
some repairs certainly ought to be made on the building 
at the East Village. 

There is also a decided need of better care of the 
school buildings and grounds. The children, school-rooms 
and grounds should be more neat and tidy. There is a 
decided lack in this respect. I urge that the teachers, and 
those who have charge of the care of the rooms, give our 
schools a great improvement in neat appearance during 
the coming year. Nothing can give a stronger impetus to 
our schools than the general appearance of the school 
children, rooms and grounds. 

All things considered, I am confident that the schools 
of Westmoreland are progressing, and much credit is due 
the faithful teachers, as well as school officers and citizens. 

I wish to express my appreciation of the cordial sup- 
port of the school board, the earnest co-operation of the 
teachers and the interest of the citizens in general. I have 
not been able to get acquainted as much as I wished, for 
the pressing duties of my work do not give me the oppor- 
tunity; but I assure you that my whole interest is for 
the success of your schools and the welfare of your chil- 
dren. Let us, as teachers, school officers and citizens, put 
forth every effort to make, as far as possible, the schools 
of Westmoreland equal to the best schools of our county.
